bo th o f which to o k effect. One passed 
thro u gh his heart and o ther entered 
his abdo men and came o u t at his hip. 
Demero nd dro pped dead in the ro ad­ 
way. 
Seidel, who claims he sho t in 
self-defense, su rrendered to the au ­ 
tho rities and is held in Kingsto n jail 
awaiting the resu lt o f the co ro ner's 
inqu iry.
